School graduations come next week in this 


valley, and it is a time of congratulation, of 
gift-giving, mixed with just a bit of regretful 
parting .vith schoolmates. Most of these inti- 
mate friendships of the classroom and campus 
last a lifetime. This phase of school life is 
among the most valuable. 


To those parents who feel that this is an 


age of frustration, with children graduating 
and ready for jobs that are non-existent, this 
writer quotes that wistful, poignant reply of 
the youth, Abraham Lincoln. Found beneath 
a tree with a book in the back woods, he was 
asked \vhat he thought he could do by spend- 
ing his time in that fashion when, there was 
little likelihood of his ever being able to apply 
what he learned. He said: 


"I will study and prepare, and maybe my 


time will come." 


Fallacies in Democracy— 


The theory of democracy is that policies are 


evolved by the people and put into effect by 
their represem atives. Broad principles come 
from the voter ;, and public officials are dele- 
gated to work out, the details and supervise 
the carrying out of the will of the people. 


In small communities such a democracy has 


been reasonably successful, as in the French 
Communes and the New England town-meet- 
ings. But this democracy rapidly becomes a 
dictatorship by a few as it gets larger, and 
the larger it becomes the less it has of the 
democratic form. 


It inevitably happens that we elect public 


officials without giving them definite instruc- 
tions. The government is too large and un- 
wieldly to allow contact and intimate discus- 
sion with those who are to represent us. The 
result always is that those who are especially 
interested and self-seeking are the ones who 
run the government. 


Parliamentary democracy has served a 


purpose in the world. There are numerous 
students of political economy who declare that 
it has served its purpose and is decadent and 
unrepresentative of the people. If this is 
true it is not in itself a great calamity, but 
merely one of the phases of human progress. 
Something better will take its place, for that 
is the history of people from the dawning of 
tribal civilization. 


Our job now is to adjust ourselves to mew 


conditions without too great a wrench to So- 
ciety. We are being switched onto a new 
triack, and should travel slowly in order that 
all the wheels remain rolling. It is idle to 
talk about educating all the people to the 
meaning of this change before the change is 
made. That has never been possible and never 
will be possible. A few will understand and 
lead, and the great majority will follow. Be- 
lief that the ideal of democracy is an actual- 
ity has caused much grief and disillusionment. 
We, in America, have from the first confused 
ideals with realities, and a government by 
hyprocrisy and misrepresentation of objec- 
tives has been the result. 


We need, and will receive, a clearer picture 


of national objectives. It is coming, but the 
passive mind will not have anything to do 
with government in the future any more than 
in the past. The best that we can achieve will 
be a dictatorship by the few, as in the past, 
but for social justice for all, rather than spe- 
cial privilege for the most active and aggres- 
sive. 


Scouts is found in their motto: "Be Prepared." 
This means to be prepared for life, for any 
of its emergencies and exigencies. Surely the 
unprepared individual or nation is in a la- 
mentable position, always. 


These young men. and women, standing on 


the threshold of life, with diplomas in their 
hands, are the hope of the world. They might 
well answer their own question of the value 
of their diplomas in the Latin words: Noil 
Scliole Seel Vitae Discimus—"not for school 
but for life we are learning," and to para- 
phrase it by saying that what we have learn- 
ed waits as in a reservoir for its use at the 
proper time. 


A great change has come over the world, 


and that change is for the better. The next 
generation, along with this one. will see op- 
portunities for the application of education 
that never were granted in the past. 


Science steps in a^ain to aid the rancher with 


a problem. A local irri:;atin^' company uses "dry 
ice'' to blow out sediment from a well, in order 
lo release water clo.'Cfrd auay from the perfora- 
tions in the casin:,'. That would have been as 
wild an idea a few years a^o us locating water 
strata with a willow switch. Shakespeare declar- 
ed that there are more things in heaven and 
earth than are dreamed of in our philosophy. 


Consolidations of small political subdiivsions 


is inevitable. There arc many thruout the United 
States that were set up in the horseback and 
stagecoach days. But that does not mean that 
we move altogether toward centralization. There 
are some political subdivisions that should b« 
divided instead of consolidated. There must be 
realignments to fit modern conditions, and this 
does not mean the centralizing of control in 
metropolitan areas, but the opposite.

It was natural that when the unemploy- 


ment peak came a year after the 1929 crash 
it wuuhl be regarded for a time as an emer- 
gency, but. as v/iis the ease in England and 
elsewhere- on the continent, it became appar- 
ent th;,t in:<.-rnp!..,y:ri'-.-rit was a permanent, if 
not :,n invited and welcome guest. 


The significance of I'Jayor La Guardia'y de- 


cision lies in the recognition that the labor 
situation in this country is not to cure itself 
by some miraculous revival of business on 
the old plane of pre-crash days. It is a situa- 
tion brought about by technological replace- 
ment of men by machines, and by the disloca- 
tion of world trade lanes. The solution of 
unemployment is to come by a far greater 
spreading of work to include all of the em- 
ployable, and thru the pensioning of those 
who have reached a time when retirement is 
desirable for themseh es and for Society. Also. 
thru more rigid laws concerning the workin;; 
of minors, and the extension of the school 
period in the life of all students. 


There are hundreds of thousands in this 


country who will never work again at a real 
and gainful occupation, and millions of other-, 
who must be given employment by spreading 
out the actual work that is to be done. For 
the present, until a better plan is evolved, the 
wage spread ^osts, together with outright 
dole, must be met by heavier taxation on in- 
dustry and incomes in the higher brackets.

Time Will Not Cure— 


There are thousands occupying responsible, 


strategic places in business and banking who 
refuse to believe what their eyes tell them is 
a fact. 


They deny the record that is found in their 


own card indexes; in the daily journal of their 
business affairs; in the price ranges on the 
financial pages of the newspapers; in the 
paralysis of capital industries stocks. 


Up until 1929 they were engaged in financ- 


ing industries and conducting them for the 
purpose of selling merchandise to over a hun- 
dred million people at home and a varying 
number of millions abroad. Of this hundred 
odd millions in this country, seventy millions 
were gainfully employed, the remainder de- 
pendent upon those employed, as represented 
by children in school and those who lived on 
the profits of past labor, as represented by 
investments. 


The department of commerce and labor 


estimates that there are now about forty to 
forty-live millions gainfully employed, ap- 
proximately half the number of five years ago. 
The consuming power is still more than half 
that of 1929. because of the various forms of 
dole, which is being largely paid out of the 
higher brackets of the income tax and other 
federal methods of taxation. 


There, will be no increase in business until 


there is an increase in gainful employment, 
and that increase cannot be expected until 
there is a buying power placed in the hands 
of those who now are unable to buy. It should 
be plain enough that supply and demand are 
the same as in 1929. The fact that people do 
not buy is not a sign that the demand has 
decreased. The demand, or need ,is here as 
always. Lack of money prevents the filling 
of the demand 


The machine and power age, together with 


the interference of money as a barrier be- 
tween supply and demand will surely destroy 
this civilization, unless there is a recognition 
that goods cannot be made by machine and 
power and sold to human beings who have 
been replaced by the machines and power, 
excepting that there is a new distribution of 
buying power, which means a fairly equal 
distribution of the labor that still remains to 
be done in spite of technological and power 
development. 


There is only one investment that can be 


profitably made with, the profits from the ma- 
chine and power age, and that is a distribu- 
tion of the profits to those who buy the pro- 
ducts of machines and power. Any money, or 
surplus acquired by anyone is of no value, 
for it cannot be reinvested as long as the 
goods made are not consumed. There isn't 
any other way under the profit system to 
break this stalemate. Conditions will not yet 
better. They will get worse. Time will not 
cure such a condition. Buying power will 
lessen, as it is now lessening, until there is a 
redistribution to the only source that can cor- 
rect maldistribution—to the consumer, which 
is all of us.

manager of the J. C. Penney store, 
gets all stirred up.

Of course we were intersted 
and asked the cause of the outburst.

I had an opportunity to become quite well acquainted 


with Governor Rolph during the trip to the Chicago Re- 
publican national convention, when the governor was at 
the head of the California delegation. 


I had met him numerous times before, and had seen 


him in action many times on the platform. But on this 
trip I was much gratified to note his executive and organiz- 
ing ability. No delegation ever went to a national conven- 
tion as well equipped to understand what was to be done. 
Governor Rolph was a master of detail. His fine person- 
ality and reputation as a leader of men brought harmony 
and united action to the delegation. 


We, in the south of the state, could not know of his 


ability as did the San Franciscans, who saw him rise to 
a great emergency in his younger days when the city was 
virtually destroyed by earthquake and fire. His was the 
genius, the- enthusiasm and the great-heartedness that 
organized the demoralized city immediately following that 
cruel blow. He rose steadily in political life from that day. 
It is unfortunate that this great state could not have known 
him better in all parts and corners of it. Many in the south 
were blinded to his worth by sectional jealousy, more acute 
in the last two decades than in this one. 


I think, perhaps, that it was his wholly human traits 


that lent strongest to his power as a leader. He was con- 
stantly doing small things upon impulse that had to do 
with kindness and consideration for people. This was not 
something he acquired as a political asset. He didn't kiss 
babies for votes, but he was ever attracted to children na- 
turally, and he always responded to distress or to injustice. 
In this, I believe, he reflected that charity, broadminded- 
ness and tolerance that have always been rightly associated 
with San Francisco and the Argonauts. 


His death last Saturday, following the most difficult 


years that ever confronted a governor in this state, brought 
universal regret, and a genuine feeling that we had lost 
a leader, an humanitarian, a forward-looking public offi- 
cial who, at the same time, kept about him much of the 
flavor and atmosphere of the more romantic California 
days. 


There are no black pages in Governor Rolph's political 


history. He was honest and forthright. What mistakes he 
may have made were errors of judgment such as all men 
make. He deserves and will receive one of the most prom- 
inent niches that this state can give him in memory's hall 
of famous men.

for Re-Election

In 
filing his declaration of candidacy. 
Thatcher outlined a campaign of 
militant and aggressive action to 
stress the problems he considers of 
greatest public concern, pointing out 
how these problems may be solved 
by constructive, sensible and bene- 
ficial legislation. 


Men and women in all walks of 


life, reflecting a strong cross section 
of the first district, 
representing 


business, agriculture, labor, finance, 
civic and service groups, and various 
religious denominations signed the 
Thatcher petition. 


Supervisor Thatcher 
listed 
tax 


problems, their solution; flood con- 
trol and welfare relief as the three 
important planks in his platform, 
summarizing the issues as follows: 


TAXES: There is no question but 


that the cost of government must 
come down. I propose to deal with 
the cost of government on a sane 
business basis thru a systematic, de- 
tailed analysis of the charter func- 
tions first, eliminating the overlap- 
ping, useless departmental activities 
that have been the constant means 
of an increase in budgetary require- 
ments without appreciable return. 


The fiscal problems of the county 


involve a burdensome special as- 
sessment fund requirement that, be- 
cause of the continued mounting cost 
of government and in the face of 
depreciated property values, places 
the burden upon special assessment 
improvement districts which must be 
adjusted and relieved so that the 
affected property may be rstored to 
the tax rolls, the primary source of 
government income^. 


_ WELFARE: This is an institution- 


with such a burden that the organi- 
zation to cope with it was not per- 
fected until recently. I propose to 
initiate scientific proceedings in the 
handling of charity rolls, determin- 
ing the proper classification for wel- 
fare aid by measures of work reliel 
rather than contributions that more 
or less represent a dole. 


FLOOD CONTROL: Four years of 


experience with this very necessary 
and important function of county 
government which must be consid- 
ered along with the function of the 
general sanitation district and water 
conservation, convinces me that the 
department of flood control must re- 
main free and unhampered in ex- 
tending 
a program 
of protectec 


measures that will provide safety 
basins in the drainage areas. Th' 
entire flood control area must be 
worked out upon a basis of distric 
needs which will require a critica 
engineering survey to insure prope 
and economical expenditure of floo 
control funds. 


Supervisor Thatcher declared hi 


campaign discussions would be basei 
on his record in office and his pro 
posals for improving county gov 
ernmental functions thru construe 
tive measures. 


"My business training has bee: 


along the lines of economic proced 
ure," Thatcher said, "and I propos 
as one member of the board o 
board of supervisors to follow a de 
finite program of economy that will 
provide necessary government to the 
end that a modern basis of taxation 
may be evolved to meet the cost of 
these functions »and nothing more."

HOW SHALL WE COMBAT 


WAR'S GLAMOR TO YOUTH? 


Editor's Note—Something like twelve years ago, Covina union high 


school had an exceptional teacher of history in Miss Ruth Edgar, re- 
membered by many students who studied with her at that time. She 
is now Mrs. Charles J, Shain ot Birmingham, a suburb of Detroit. 
Among her. correspondents here is Mrs. G. D. Jennings, who has sup- 
plied us with p, seric!.; of articles written by Mrs. Shaiu on the subject 
of world-peace. Mrs. Shain has taken a prominent position in the 
affairs of clubwomen in her area, and represented the Michigan branch 
of the American Association of University Women, and the Michigan 
League of Women Voters at the conference on "The Cause and Cure 
of War" in Washington, D. C., last January.

Third Installment 


Not being a newspaper person, 


and not knowing the code, I en- 
counter 
certain 
difficulties (the 


proper touch is a knack) first, not to 
be too trivial lest I be judged 
thoughtless or careless, and then not 
to be too heavy with platitudes that 
one doesn't get read at all. The high 
school essay style is apt to be the 
result of this inexperience in writ- 
ing when dealing with such a sub- 
ject as peace. 


The points I wish to bring forth 


are ones once troublesome to me 
in which now I see some light. Cer- 
tain it is that the problem of peace 
cannot be solved by ignoring it. My 
task as I see it personally, is to try, 
in so far as one person can, to pre- 
vent this horrible war experience 
from happening to other people in 
the days to come. 


Again and again the remark is ad- 


dressed to me, "But this time the 
United States will know enough to 


I have no wisdom 
answer that, but I 


stay neutral." 
with which to 
should say the same dangers would 
lie in neutral munitions and food 
and citizens being torpedoed and 
sent to the bottom, as before. Even 
though we lent not one cent to the 
belligerents, what trade there was 
would be wolfishly snached for by 
American salesmen. Suppose, even, 
that these citizens and cargoes were 
on non-American ships — how many 
could be blown up before that same 
righteous indignation for revenge 
would spew us in as it did after 
the Lusitania tragedy? 


Woodrow Wilson said, before 1917, 


"This is the last war the United 
States can ever stay out of." Our 
generation has had to learn again 
and again the truth of George Eliot's 
words "about the invasion of per- 
sonal pre-occupations by the larger 
destinies of mankind" and to recog- 
nize that no nation or life is any 
longer isolated or self-sufficient. We 
are, for better or for worse, bound 


near to being proved in these latter 
days. Even though all history proves 
the waste of war, and we know that 
in its real sense war cannot be won 
—we tried it and we lost men, 
money and friendships — no nation 
desires to be anything but the win- 
ner, no matter how empty the vic- 
tory. To that end all eii'ort is di- 
rected. "If wars must be fought," 
they say, "we must be prepared." 


The next preparations must be so 


huge that the rest of the world can 
be blasted from the face of the earth 
if necessary. No one has any idea 
but that. "Adequate preparedness," 
"arming for defense," "loyalty to my 
country" are the answers I get from 
dozens whose opinion I am asking 
these days. 


PROTECTING RIGHTS 


"But what would you do," said a 


woman to me the other day, "keep 
the fleet in the Gulf of Mexico or 
up the Mississippi and let Japan get 
clear here before you fight her?" 


The reasoning of such people must 


run a little bit this way: I shall at- 
tempt to possess sufficient power to 
resist any threat to my security — 
that is to say, 
means what I 


my rights 
believe to 


(which 
be my 


rights). I shall try to be stronger 
than anyone likely to be a menace. 
That will make all the rest weaker, 
put them at my mercy—though I re- 
fuse to be at theirs. In any question 
of 
their 
rights 
(their security) 


against mine, they will have to trust 
to my goodwill, although I refuse 
to trust to theirs. They will be de- 
prived of their defense by the fact 
of my defense. 


Now this statement of principle is 


just as true whether the units one 
is speaking of are persons, families, 
clans, tribes, or nations. As Norman 
Angell says, "The multiplication 
table is just as valid whether you 
apply it to stars or to cabbages." 
When a cabinet member says the 
surest way to get peace is to be 


up together in the same bundle, and, I stronger 
than 
your 
prospective 


lacking constructive efforts on a 
large scale, we shall all go whirling 
down together. 


WAR'S GLAMOR 


But this time I wanted to say 


something about the side of youth 
that finds war glamorous. I know 
of no book so telling against war as 
Vera 
Brittain's 
"Testament 
of 


Youth." Seek it for yourselves, but 
for a moment I wish to use her 
thought if not her precise language. 
She says, in effect, that there is no 
emotion known to man to equal the 
incomparable keying up of the spirit 
that mortal conflict brings. 'The 
causes of war are always falsely 
presented, its honor is dishonest, and 
its glory cheap, "but the intense 
sharpening of all the senses, the 
consciousness of a common peril for 
a common cause remain to allure the 
boys and girls who have just reach- 
ed the age when love and adventure 
call more persistently than at any 
other time." 


In December, 
the Los Angeles 


High School Daily, a school paper 
I know well, in announcing the an- 
nual R. O. T. C. dance, wrote: "The 
dance will last from 8:30 to mid- 
night, with the spectacular grand 
march coming after the tenth dance. 
During this event, officers will form 
an arch of flashing sabres under 


j which the remaining couples will 
file. Helmeted guards with rifles and 
fixed bayonets will add to the mar- 
tial scene. Army men please report 
to help with the decorations, which 
will be military flags and banners." 


Army men, at a high school dance, 


fixed bayonets, flashing sabres! Is 
this Germany? Can peace offer any 
spectacle so thrilling to youth as 
that? When you were eighteen, was 
there anything equal to the emotion 
you felt when a uniformed band 
maneuvered on a parade field? I 
lived near the 
annual camping 


grounds of the state militia, and I 
know. 


MUST SUBSTITUTE 


So must the peace-worker face 


this problem; something of great and 
compelling power must be substi- 
tuted for these spectacles if the peace 
cause is to enroll these young people 
100 per cent. I notice that Cooley 
high school in Detroit is "enlisting" 
hundreds in an "army for world 
peace." I hope we, their elders, can 
hold war at bay until such groups 
can vote, for between 1932 and 1936 
some ten million are voting for the 
first time. 


I wish I could find again an article 


telling of a commemorative service 
somewhere in Canada, participated 
in by veterans of many nationali- 
ties. Each passed by a certain shrine 
before which he paused, laying 
thereon all the honor medals which 
his country had pinned upon him 
for distinctive bravery in action. 
Somehow that gesture stirred me 


j deeply. It seemed to say to me that 
decorations so agonizingly won could 
be proudly worn no longer, in a 
world v/hich had not kepi faiili. 


We do indeed have a faith to keep 


with the dead, "that they may not 
have died in vain," but what indict- 


enemy, he is asking each of the two 
parties to be stronger than the other. 
Is the suggestion that such a method 
must end in conflict borne out by 
the event? Look around you? 


FOR MY COUNTRY 


This cabinet member believes in 


going to conferences to agree on a 
limitation of arms, which, in order 
to have all satisfied, must make 
everybody stronger than anybody 
else. "I don't care what happens to 
the rest of the world so long as I 
and my country are saved" is the 
real response the honest ones give. 


Why are our impulses so often 


socially destructive? We seem to 
prefer being masters to being part- 
ners. Why do we reject cooperation 
and attempt to impose our will by 
coercion? Usually we deceive our- 
selves by saying we as a nation have 
always been willing to go farther 
than anyone else. 


As a senator wrote me last week, 


"The fault is not America's at any 
turn of the road, the fault is the 
Old World's relentless rivalries and 
prejudices arid fears. I know of 
nothing the U. S. is omitting to do 
which would have a practical peace 
value. Indeed, you must not over- 
look the possibility that the new 
naval plans may become the great- 
est and the most efficient means of 
forcing, the balance of the earth to 
understand they must consent to our 
disarmament proposals." 


SPECIOUS REASON 


Probably nine-tenths of the people 


who read these articles of mine (if 
readers there be) agree with the 
senator. To me that reasoning is 
specious, it begs the point and leads 
to the conclusion that the only sure 
protection is force. 


"In a world as warlike as this 


one," say iny friends, "what else is 
there to.turn to?" 


No nation I have known of has 


achieved security in the family of 
nations by physical force.

Get Federal Aid

lion 
was 
recommended 
several 


months ago by the engineers for the 
United States army after an exhaus- 
tive survey, and was taken from a 
recommendation by E. C. Eaton, 
chief engineer of flood control for 
Los Angeles county. 


The technical subcommittee out- 


lined the Los Angeles flood control 
project as follows: work needed im- 
mediately, construction of the moun- 
tain and foothill reservoirs on Big 
Tujunga wash and at Whittier Nar- 
rows, and debris dams above resi- 
dential districts located in canyon 
mouths, together with improvement 
of the Los Angeles and San Gabriel 
river channels at a cost of $22,093,- 
500; 
the second step would include 


the improvement of the Rio Hondo 
and other channels flowing thru im- 
proved areas at a cost of $12,610,600. 


The third step, which could be 


postponed until further needs arose, 
would include reclamation of Nig- 
ger Slough and other work to cost 
$42,448,000. 


OUTRIGHT GIFT 


Final passage of the omnibus ap- 


propriations 
bills including these 


California water and flood projects 
is confidently expected from con- 
gress, it was stated recently by Sen- 
ators McAdoo and Johnson of Cali- 
fornia, and by the entire California 
congressional representation, which 
has been sponsoring the bill. In the 
event that the money is made avail- 
able, the Los Angeles county flood 
channel correction project would be 
supervised by United States army 
engineers as a federal project, and 
would not be an expense to the 
county except thru.general federal 
taxation. The appropriation in itself 
is a gift outright to the county.
